OFFICIAL, DID NOT ARRANGE APPOINTMENT; DELEGATION'S 
ADVISOR MRS. SHERIDAN DID NOT ASK US TO TAKE THINGS 
FURTHER. MRS. SHERIDAN ALSO SAID THAT GROUP DECIDED 
PRIOR TO ARRIVAL NOT TO PURSUE APPOINTMENT WITH 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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EMBASSY CONTACTS IN MOSCOW.
